"TOO LATE TO CLASSIFY 
By Russell Kay 

God is helping thousands of 
church members today with sub- 
stantial financial aid in their 
hour of need.-Through estab- 
lished credit unions nearly a 
thousand churches now make 
available to their members small 
loans at low interest rates. 

Today people in all walks of 
life, housewives, clerks, wait- 
resses, mechanics, laborers, are 
able to go to their church and 
secure small loans of from $50 
to several hundred dollars to 
tide them over financial difti- 
culties caused by illness or other 
problems. 

It all started in a small Catho- 
lic parish in New Hampshire’ 
when members of the parish 
of St. Marie formed a credit 
union to help those who did not 
seek charity but were in dire 
need of financial aid to meet 
an emergency. The plan work- 
ed well It afforded practical 
as well as spiritual help for 
worthy parishioners. It gave 
the Church new meaning and 
developed a spirit of love and 
brotherhood that brought the 
congregation closer to the 
church and to each other. 

Other Catholic churches 
adopted the plan; then churches 
of varied faiths took it up and 
today there are 685 Roman 
Catholic parishes, 222 Protestant 
churches and 28 Jewish synago- 
gues throughout the couptry 
operating credit unions for the 
benefit of their members. 

A recent survey showed that 
more and more churches are 
adopting this helpful service to 
members, with several new 
church credit unions being re- 
ported each week. To establish 
such a credit union in your 
church all you need do is secure 
a federal or state charter, elect 
officers, buy shares and with 
the pooled funds make loans to 
fellow members, 

Thus, the Church, within its 
own congregation, is accepting 
and following the scripture ad- 
monition that says, “Thou shalt 
not harden thine heart nor shut 
thine hand from thy brother, 
but thod shalt open thine hand 
wide unto him and shalt surely 
lend him sufficient for his 
need." 

In most instances, the rate of 
interest charged on such loans 
is one per cent per month. Loans 
are usually short-term and no 
collateral is required. Few losses 
are reported, and members who 
receive such help realize that 
the sooner they pay back the 
sooner the money will be avail- 
able for the use of some other 
brother-or sister in real need. 

So successful have' these 
Church, credit organizations 
worked that even at the lowest 
interest rate they actually pay 
dividends of from three to six 
per cent. Such earnings, if 
agreeable to the stockholders, 
may be turned over to the 
Church itself for charity needs. 

Over 300,000 church members 
have invested in credit union 
shares to aid fellow members 
and these church organizations 
have assets totalling over $70 
million. 

This helpful, practical, Chris- 
tian service on the part of hte 
Church goes beyond the inore 
economic value; it is developing 
and advancing the virtues of 
social justice and charity. It 
brings members closer to their 
Church and, while only a few 
members may find it necessary, 
it is comforting to all members 
to know that such help is avail- 
able. Those who invest their 
funds in the work are strength- 
ened through the knowledge 
that they have accepted the fact 
that they are their brother's 
keeper, and as they see the bur- 


dens lifted from others they 
give thanks for their abundance 
and their privilege of sharing 
it with friends and neighbors 
in need.

er million gallons and is in 
great demand as a cattle feed 
supplement. 

Okeelanta's raw sugar is re- 
fined at Savannah and is sold 
under the name of "Dixie Cry- 
stals”. All Glades produced 
sugar is marketed under that 
brand name. Trade-at-Home en- 
thusiasts should demand of their 
grocery stores that Dixie Cry- 
stal sugar be available to them, 
for the payrolls at Okeelanta, 
as well as the US Sugar are 
spent in this neighborhood. 

A total of approximately 6,000 
acres of cane was harvested 
this past season with some 600 
acres bought from four contract 
growers.

C&SFFCD Appropriation 
Made By Legislature 


Appropriation of, $6,700,000 
by the 1957 State Legislature to 
the Central and Southern Flor- 
ida Flood Control District will 
enable the district to participate 
in federal appropriations anti- 
cipated during the next two 
years, according to an FCD an- 
nouncement today. 

It was stated that, "As the 
project continues to prove its 
value, there is an increasing 
probability that the ‘amount of 
Federal funds earmarked for it 
will be stepped up to allow a 
faster rate of construction," 

The state appropriation to the 
FCD ‘budget pays for water 
storage lands, certain reloca- 
tions, and a cash contribution 
of 15 per cent of construction 
costs. 

Among projects slated for 
new starts in the coming fiscal 
year are the levee bounding the 
western side of conservation 
2 and construction of 
improvements to the Harney 
Pond and Indian Prairie canals. 
In addition, enlargement of Bis- 
cayne Canal is contemplated 
and work in the upper and low- 
er Kissimmee River basin is 
planned. 

The FCD has asked the Fed- 
eral government for $15 mil- 
lion for the next fiscal year and 
$25 million a year thereafter 
until the project is completed, 

The State of Florida must be 
in a position during the next 
two year period to meet its 
share of the costs in the event 
Congress appropriates annually 
the funds requested.

As interpreted by attorneys, a person may engage in busi- 
ness under his own name, (such as JOHN JONES), but if he uses 
any business name, (even such as JOHN JONES' FISH MAR- 
KET) he is required to register the name with the clerk of the 
circuit court in his county, and to advertise the name and own- 
ership of his business.

Less Mail Being Sent 
By Federal Agencies 


Postmaster George P. Fatnall, 
reported today Congress and 
Federal agencies are sending a 
smaller mail load now than 
formerly, according to new re- 
ports from the Post Office De- 
partment in Washington. 

The facts on "franked" (Con- 
gressional) and "penalty" (Fed- 
eral Department) mail, accord- 
ing to the new reports, are 
these, George P. Farnall said: 

1. Congress and Federal 
agencies pay the Post Office 
Department for all franked and 
penalty mail they send. This 
is required by Public Law 286

of August 15, 1953. In the 1956 
fiscal year, the Post Office De- 
partment was paid $34,502,000 
for penalty and franked mail. 

2. Franked and penalty mail 
in fiscal 1956 
totaled 1.47 billion pieces, low- 
est in 10 years except for one 
year — 1948, with 1.45 billion. 
The 147 billion pieces in 1956 
constituted only a small part of 
the 56 billion load carried by 
the postal service during the 
fiscal year. 

Postmaster George P. Farnall 
noted that the Post Office De- 
partment gets many letters from 
well-meaning citizens who pro- 
pose that the postal deficit — 
now about half a billion dollars 
a year — could be solved easily 
simply by persuading Congress 
and Federal agncies to send less 
mail. 

"Actually," he added, "the 
facts show how erroneous this 
theory 4s. As Postmaster Gen- 
eral Arthur E. Summerfield has 
pointed out repeatedly, there is 
no easy way ot solve the serious 
deficit. The only way is to raise 
the obsolete postage rates which 
have now been virtually un- 
changed in a quarter century." 


You May Be Eligible 
For Conservation Fees! 

“Through April 15, farmers of 
Palm Beach County have an op- 
portunity to sign contracts to 
put part of their cropland in 
the Conservation Reserve Pro- 
gram. 

Essential points in the pro- 
gram which farmers should 
have in mind, are: Land put in 
the Conservation Reserve must 
be land which otherwise would 
be in crops, the same acres may 
not be put in both the Acreage 


Reserve programs, the total 
acreage in crops on the farm 
must be reduced by the num- 
ber of acres put in the Conser- 
vation Reserve, and a farmer 
is eligible to participate in the 
Conservation Reserve only if he 
does not exceed any acreage 
allotment established for his 
farm. 

Also, in order to participate 
in the Conservation Reserve, 
the farmer must sign a contract 
to keep the designated acreage 
in an approved conservation 
practice for the required period 
of years, Approved practices 
include protective vegetative 
cover, water storage facilities, 
or other soil — water — wild- 
life — or forest-conserving uses. 

No crop may be harvested 
from the land put in the Con- 
servation Reserve. The only 
exception is timber from trees 
thinned out as required by 
sound forestry management, 
and wildlife. 

Contracts run from 3 to 5 
years if the land already is in 
approved cover, 5 to 10 years if 
approved cover must be estab- 
lished and 10 years if trees are 
to be planted. 

For participating in the pro- 
gram the farmer may earn an 
initial payment representing up 
to 80 per cent of the cost of the 
practice and an annual payment 
for the period of the contract, 
which in Palm Beach County is 
$1100 per year for each acre 
placed ‘in the Conservation Re- 
serve, except that a rate of $3.30 
will apply to acreages designat- 
ed in excess of the farm's soil 
bank base." 


Air Force Cuts Basic 
Training Program 


Basic training, that period of 
a recruit's life when he thinks 
the world is against him, is be- 
ing shortened by the air force, 
according to M/Sgt. John E. 
Salyer, local air force recruiter, 
for this area. The training it- 
self, however is not.to be 
neglected the Sgt. explained. 


Subjects such as military | 


bearing, discipline, drilling, 
health and sanitation, first aid, 
firing of weapons and other 
mifitary fundamentals general- 
ly are included in. the curricu- 
lum. The span of basic training 
is normally 31 weeks. However 
under the Air Forces new pro- 
gram the basic training period 
is being cut to four weeks. The 
plan is a variation of on the 
job 4raining. 

Instead of 11 weeks for the 
strict basic training, the ai 
force training command has 
lowered its schedule to include 
four weeks of training ynder

Veterans Hospital Bill 
Advocated By Rogers 


Congressman Paul G. Rogers 
testified at a hearing held by 


the House Veterans Affairs 
Committee today on his bill, 
H. R. 3653, and Congressman 
Matthews’ bill, on the need of 
the proposed veterans hospital 
facility. Following is his state- 
ment. 

"Mr. Chairman and Members 
of the Committee, I consider it 
a privilege to appear before you 
to speak in behalf of increased 
hospital facilities for our Veter- 
ans. I have introduced legisla- 
tion, H. R. 3653, to provide for 
additional hospital facilities. 
Also, the Committee is aware, 
of course, of the legislation in-

See Social Security 


Social Security benefit pay- 
ments to qualified disabled 
workers, age 50 or over, will 
begin July, 1957. 

This marks another import- 
ant milestone in the progress of 
the Federal Old Age and Sur- 
vivors Insurance program, ac- 
cording to Mr. R. C. Gehrken, 
Jr., District Manager of Social 
Security at West Palm Beach. 
Originally designed to provide 
protection against loss of in- 
come due to the twin risks of 
retirement or death, Social 
Secruity will now provide pro- 
tection against the risk of total 
and permanent disability. 

The disability payments will 
be made to persons who are un- 
able to work because of a se- 
vere disability, which has ex- 
isted for at least six months 
and is expected to continue in- 
definitely. Mr. Gehrken pointed 
out that the applicants must 
have worked at least 5 years 
out of the 10 years before the 
disability began and 142 years 
out of the 3 years before that 
date.

‘miles last year and drivers 
jlicense examiners gave over 
1400,000 tests to turn out a rec- 
ord year's activity in their ef- 
forts to make highways a little 
safer to drive on. 

Col H. N. Kirkman said in 
his annual report today that 
there were 73,310 arrests, 13 
716 written warnings and 77,- 
299 faulty equipment notices 
handed out by his men last 
year, biggest in the 19 year 
history of the organization 
which covers every state road 
in the state. There were 59,398 
convictions against only 5,913 
case dismissals. 

In the drivers license di

Patrol personnel spent 76
